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_recycle center 
to ready local 


ALBANY — E,Cology, the organizer of Albany’s new 
recycling service, will host an open house at their center 
in El Cerrito on Sunday, Sept. 30, from 1-3 P.M. The 


E.Cology Recycling Center 


is located-at 7501 Schmidt 


Lane, which is the east end of the street. 
Interested Albany residents can take a tour of the 
center and find out about their community's new recyel- 


ing operation, 

The Recycling Center is 
on a one acre lot of the old 
quarry next to Hillside 
Park in El Cerrito. A tour of 
its operations will show the 
three steps of collecting, 
storing, and processing re- 
cyclable materials. 

Materials are collected at 
the center in a number of 
ways. A donation area at 
one side of the center is 
open 24 hours a-day for 
people to deposit cans, bot- 
tles, paper, cardboard and 
used motor oil. A purchase 
program, open Tuesday 
through Saturday from 9 
A.m. to 4:30 p.m. brings in 
large deliveries of metal, 
glass, and paper. Last of 
all, specially designed re- 
cycling trucks bring in re- 
cyclable materials from the 
home curbside pickup 
programs in Kensington, El 
Cerrito and, starting Oc- 
tober 6, from Albany as 
well, 

Once materials are 
brought to the center, ey 
are separated and stored. 
Bottles and jars are sorted 
by color. bins_of green, 
brown, and clear glass. A 
special bin is set aside for 
cork-topfifth wine bottles. 
Those wine bottles are sent 
to a washing facility. and 
then used again by small 
wineries. 

The metals are separated 
into aluminum, tin, and 
bi-metal (a mixture of 
aluminum and tin). The 
aluminum comes in many 
forms rangilig from cans, « 
foil, and TV-dinner trays to 
lawn chairs and screen 
doors, The cans and foil are 
shredded into small parti- 
cles and then blown into a 40 
foot delivery van. The 
shredded aluminum is then 
sent to a plant where it is 
melted, cleaned, and used 
to produce new cans and 
other aluminum products. 

Newspaper can be reused 
in many ways. Newspaper 
brea to E.Cology is 
loaded on a truck and taken 
toa fibre conipely. There it 
may be used to produce 
fresh newsprint, made into 
insulation material, or used 
to manufacture some other 
grade of paper. Old 
magazines, milk cartons, 
envelopes and other clean 
waste paper is compressed 
into bales and used to make 
roof tarring paper. 

E.Cology runs its recycl- 
ing programs on funding 
from a State Grant, re- 
venues from the sale of re- 
cyclable materials, and 
federal subsidies for recycl- 
ing workers salaries. 

Albany residents will 
have a chance to find out 
more about what is done 
with their recyclables and 
how E.Cology works by at- 
tending the open house.

SACRAMENTO — 
California’s 7,471 public 
schools begin the 1979-80 
school year with a new fi- 
nance program that boosts 
the state’s share of the total 
local-state cost of running 
them to 80 percent — a 
jump of 10 percent over last 
year and 34 percent over 
1977-78. The shift from local 
to state support is one of the 
more significant results of 
Jarvis-Gann Amendment 
which has cut local prop- 
ony taxes.

Charter 
changes 
beaten 


ALBANY — The efforts of 
two members of the Char- 
ter Review Committee of 
Albany to cut disciplinary 
action by the Police and 
Fire Department heads 
from 30 days toa maximum 
of three days went down to 
defeat at the meeting of the 
Committee. 

Jack Rosano and Harry 
Rabin advocated a cut in 
the maximum suspension 
as a part of the revision of 
the Albany City Charter, 
citing the fact Berkeley’s 
chiefs' have only a 
maximum of three days for 
suspension of a member of 
either force. It was pointed 
out by Chief James Sim- 
mons that after the action 
by the Berkeley Fire or 


-«Police- Chief, the ‘matter 


goes to the City Manager 
who has the ultimate deci- 
sion as to the manner action 
can be taken, i.e., three 
days, three months or com- 
plete severance of service. 

Fire Chief Mike Koepke 
also spoke against the 
change in the, City Charter 
and also asked the Charter 
Review Committee to in- 
vestigate a change in the 
Charter that would allow 
the Fire Chief to be elected 
at a City-wide election as is 

one now in the selection of 
the Police Chief. He said the 
election of the Fire Chief 
would take the position out 
of City Hall politics and 
give the mandate back to 
the electorate. 

When the issue of making 
the City Attorney appoin- 
tive, City Attorney Robert 
Zweben stated he was not in 
favor of changing the Char- 
ter to make his post appoin- 
tive and said he believed 
the voters should have the 
option of choosing the City 
Attorney. He also brought 
out the statement of Vice- 
Mayor Lewis M. Howell’s 
“ramrodding” through the 
placing of the change in 
eligibility of the election of 
Council members on the- 
November ballot. He 
charged it was a matter 
that should have been 
brought before the Charter 
Review commission and 
then researched and a new 
resolution prepared prior to 
going to the public. He said 
City Attorneys are a “rare 
bird’ and that the field is 
highly specialized. This 
brought out the comment 
by Bill Myer that he be- 
lieved there were others 
qualified and that he could 
see where an appointed at- 
torney could come from any 
other area, instead of a 
mandatory resident of Al- 
bany, as now outlined in the 
City Charter. :

ALBANY — The Sep- 
tember allotment for sales 
tax, collected by the State 
of California for Albany, 
came to $61,325.43 accord- 
ing to a release from Wil- 
liam M. Bennett, chairman 
of the California State 
Board of Equalization. 

In addition to the one- 
quarter of one percent al- 
loted Albany from the sales 
tax revenues, Alameda 
County was paid a total of 
$1,607,748.38, the release 
stated. 

Cities in California re- 
ceived $111.6 million and 
the counties were given 
$21.7 million for a total of 
$33.3 million from the tax 
collected by the state for 
the cities and counties, then 
distributed to the affected 
agencies. 

In addition to the one and 
one-quarter of one percent, 
the State also collected $5.6 
million for BART from the 
additional one-half of one 

reent sales tax levied in 

an Francisco, Alameda 

and Contra Costa counties 
to support the rapid transit 
system that is now strike 
bound. 

The State administers the 
tax and takes four and 
three-fourths percent of the 
money collected with the 
one and one-quarter of one 
percent going to the cities 
and counties. It also ad- 
ministers the collection of 
the additional one-half of 
one percent collected to 
support BART.

Q. Ihave a dog and a cat. 
When one of them acts a lit- 
tle sick, I’m never quite 
sure at what point I should 
call my vet, How can [ tell 
when I’m just being a 
worry-wart or when I’m 
waiting too long to seek at- 
tention? 

A, When is your pet sick 
enough to require the ser- 
vices of a veterinarian? 
Well, that question has no 
neat and simple answer, 
but there are some 
guidelines and rules-of- 
thumb which are useful. 
The following is offered as 
an aid to making wise deci- 
sions about your pet’s 
health care. The informa- 
tion must be used in con- 
junction with your own 
common sense and good 
judgment.

It seems the national net- 
work of Senior centers is 

wing at a startling rate. 
n 1975 there were 5000 such 
facilities, serving approxi- 
mately five million people. 
Today there are 7,500, with 
a membership of 7 million 
and 8 million more waiting 
to get in. So great is the pre- 
sent demand for centers 
that governments at all 
levels are grappling with 
the problem of finding ways 
to provide the money to es- 
tablish them. The Older 
Americans Act, passed in 
1965, under which all ser- 
vices to the elderly are gov- 
erned, is now being revised 
to include special emphasis 
on senior centers. Also, a 
special committee is being 
organized in California to 
be called, The Institute of 
Senior Centers, whose ob- 
ject will be to guarantee 


that centers receive a fair Em 


share of credit and funding. 
What accounts for the popu- 
larity of Senior centers? 
Obviously the many life- 
saving services they pro- 
vide, but equally important 
is the fact they succeeded in 
bringing the elderly out of 
the closet and into the 
mainstream of community 
life. The Albany Senior 
Center is one of the oldest in 
our country and we are 
proud of its beara role 
in the growth of this move- 
ment.

Now we are 
worrying about catching 
too many spawners, but 
from the reports I have 
heard, fishermen are losing 
enough of t e big ones to 
make a good run up the 
Sacramento River. 

At least, we don't have to 
worry about the Indians 
netting all of them on the 
Sacramento River as they 
have been doing up North. I 
believe the Indians should 
be allowed and able to catch 
what they can use for their 
own consumption and not 
rape the runs for greedy 
commercial purposes. 
Maybe something can be 
worked out. As it is now, the 
Indians on the Klamath are 
worse than the Russian 
fishing fleet. 

Local perch and flounder 
fishing has been slow and 
spotty.
